Washington, June 12—The United 


States government and the sugar trust 
placed money in the hands of the same 
person to influence Congress to pass a 
so-called Cuban reciprocity ,measure 
that would" fatten still more the al- 
ready plethoric purse of the Havemey- 
er combination.

The man who disbursed the funds 


is-F. B. Thurber, of New York, presi- 
dent of the United States Export asso- 
ciation. He has admitted the fact be- 
fore the same committee on relations 
with Cuba. 


In addition Senator Teller produced 


vouchers which the witness said were 
authentinc for $2,880 paid Thurber by 
Governor General Wood, which money 
was to-be used in reaching "leaders of 
thought" in the Unjited States and ed- 
ucating them along reciprocity lines. 


Thurber further admitted that he 


had received in all about »9,OQ0 from 
General Wood for the same purpose, 
the money coming from the Cuban 
treasury. Twenty-five hundred dollars 
more, Thurber testified, had been giv- 
en him by President Havemeyer, of 
the sugar trust, and other sums had 
been subscribed by Cubans interested 
in having reciprocity, bringing 
the 


grand total for educational purposes 
up to $20,000. 


Two results will probably follow the 


admissions of Thurber. Cuban recip- 
rocity, which has had slim chance of 
success under the best of conditions, 


sugar trust is not calculated to allay 
public suspicion, so that a thorough 
overhauling of the administration of 
Cuban affairs would seem to be the 
most satisfactory way of dispelling the 
unpleasant doubt wnich now .exists. 


Thurber's 
testimony is regarded 


here as seriously reflecting upon Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and Secretary Soot 
As matters stand Wood can only be 
looked upon as having carried out the 
orders of his'superior Root, and it is 
inconceivable that the latter advised 
the payment of money to Thurber 
without at least the acquiescence of 
the President. If the secretary, how- 
ever, did proceed without the approv- 
al of Mr. Roosevelt, it is believed that 
the executive disapproval 
of such 


a course may be made manifest in a 
public* way.

paid the larger part of it, and that 
members of the association had paid 
part of it. He said he had been in the 
employ of the Cuban government tor o 
time in the summer and fall of 1901 inl 
connection with the preparation of the 
Cuban tariff, his employment being 
at the instance of Secretary Root.

ING. 


The great prosperity of the country 


redounds most to the benefit of trust 
proprietors, the manufacturers who 
are combined in trusts with a tariff 
which gives them vast profits on. their 
products and to corporations transact- 
ing business in violation of the nat- 
ional and state anti-truist laws. The 
prosperity Is abundant, but it is con- 
fined to a few. 


The great mass of the people of the 


country live on stated wages. All the 
money earned by the vast majority 
comes to them as wages and salaries 
which cannot he advanced as the cost 
of living increases day by day. 
~ "The 'result is* obvious. The man liv- 
ing on his salary or wages finds ''his 
daily expenses for himself and family 
much greater than formerly, while his 
wages or salary remains about the 
same . 
The men living on fixed wag- 


es—and they compose nine-tenths of 
the male population—have no share in 
the national prosperity. 


On the contrary, they arc worse off 


relatively than they were before the 
tidal wave of prosperity swept over 
the country. The coat of living—the 
daily expenses of life in every home— 
can be stated at an average of 25 per 
cent more than the cost before pros- 
perity arrived. 
Every householder 


can estimate for himself the harvest 
of prosperity which he has ^.thered. 


There are few necessaries of life 


that have not advanced at least 10 per 
cent in cost within two years. Many 
of the necessaries of life have advanc- 
ed 40 or 50 per cent in cost. Some nec- 
essaries have ad\anced from 20 to 30 
per cent. The average is at least 25 
per cent. 


There has been no corresponding in- 


crease in the amounts received by any 
wage earners in the country. 
The 


trusts, monopolies and combines have 
monopolized the harvest of prosperity. 
None of the fruits goes to the common 
every-day citizen trying to live on his 
earnings, which are the same as they 
were before we had our "prosperity."

Pruning Tree*. 


Too much pnming of a tree at one 


time is not a good thing for it It weak- 
ens the tree and shortens its life. When 
t is first taken to its permanent borne 
from the nursery, it will usually bear 
some cutting back, especially if many 
'oots have been broken in taking up, 
but we think even then many take off 
more than they should. The desired 
uture shape of the tree, with high or 
ow branches, should always be kept 
n mind and the limbs cut to bring this 
out. Then a little trimming of super- 
iuous branches each year will keep 
he tree in shape. If on coming to 
bearing the fruit does not prove satis- 
factory or true to name, it is better to 
graft about one-third of it each year 
'or three years than to try to change 
:he wholp top In one year, which may 
result in loss of all the grafts and 
sometimes in the death of the tree, if it 
a not of a very vigorous kind.

•Which James J. Hill Im Bulldlcg 
For the Transpacific Trade—Eacli 
Vessel "Will Be Provided With tb« 
Finest of Electrical Systems. 
When James J. Hill, the railway 


magnate, was in Kansas City a few 
uii.NS uyo, lie lo.d u icponei lor lilt 
Kansas City Star that the Great North 
ern company, of which he is,the priii 
cipal owner, was building two of th€ 
largest steamships in the world for 
the transpacific trade. 


A circular recehed recently at the 


Burlington offices goes into interesting 
details as to the size of the new ves 
sels. They will each be 030 feet loi 
73Vi feet extreme beam and uo1-^ feet 
extreme depth, with a gross tonnage 
of about 21,000 tons and an extieine 
load of displacement of about 38,000 
tons. The amount of steel required in 
the construction, including 4,500,000 
rivets and forty miles of wire in the 
installation of their electrical equip- 
ment, will aggregate 28.000 tons. Thci e 
are to be five continuous decks from 
stem to stern, all of steel, beginning 
at the bottom, as follows: Orlop, lower, 
between, main and upper. Below the 
mam deck the cargo will be earned. On 
this deck arc to be accommodation: 
for second class, third clubs and stew 
age passengers aud live stock. Above 
the upper there will be thiee midship 
decks for first class passengers, mak- 
ing eight decks in all, including the 
bridge. 
The dining saloon will be 


placed on the upper deck, the library 
and women's saloon on the promenade 
deck and the smoking room on the 
boat deck, while the captain will ha\e 
his charthouse and cabin on the bridge 
deck. 


Each vessel will be provided with 


the finest electrical system ever in- 
stalled on shipboard, including thirty- 
eight cargo AvincLes of the most ap- 
proved type. They will be the only 
ships that handle their cargo by elec- 
tric power. All the auxiliaries, includ- 
ing practically all the machinery out- 
side of that propelling the vessel, will 
be operated by electricity. The coal 
bunkers are capable of carrying about 
5,000 tons and are so arranged above 
the boilers that the coal will gravitate 
by its own weight to the firing plat- 
form, making a great saving in coal 
trimmers. Several boilers will be fitted 
With mechanical stokrrs. 


The ships will be provided with two 


propelling twin screw engines of tbe 
most approved dusign and of about 
10,000 horsepower. They will be capa- 
ble of generating a si>c>ed of seventeen 
knots an hour. Each vessel will also 
have sixteen water tube boilers of the 
modified Niclausse pattern, so con- 
structed that in the ovent of accident 
or damage to one or more the speed 
of the vessel will not be affected. The 
most approved laundry system -u ill be 
provided on tho vessel. Sevci.il of the 
cargo spaces will be well insulated 
and arranged for the carrying of fro- 
zen moat, perishable fruits, vegetables 
and other food commodities. 
Two 


large electrically driven refrigcratmi: 
machines will be arranged so the tem- 
perature, if required, may be lowered 
to zero. Large cold storage rooms for 
carrying provisions will have a capaci- 
ty to feed 1,500 people for four weeks. 
Extensive systems of fire protection 
will be provided. 


Passenger accommodations will be 


provided for 130 holders of first class 
tickets, 100 second class and 170 third 
class tickets. In the steerage 500 pas- 
sengers can be placed. The staterooms 
Will all be on the outside of the rabin, 
thoroughly ventilated and cooled. 


Summing up tbe capacity, they will 


carry double the cargo of any other 
ship in existence. Each vessel has 
deekroom of more than fhe acies 
available for carrjing freight, and each 
will be able to carry more than 000,000 
bushels of wheat. With the average 
freight car that would be the capacity 
of a railroad train seven miles long. To 
transport a full mixed cargo of one of 
these vessels would require 2,300 ordi- 
nary freight and passenger cars, or 123 
trains of twenty-h\e cars each. So far 
as capacity is concerned, they will be 
six times as large as any vessel now 
plying tbe waters of the Pacific. They 
will be running between Seattle and 
the orient within n year. They are 
building at New London, Conn.

of fruits, whether growing on trees, 
shrubs, canes or vines.

Progress In Agriculture. 


Theie is a great deal of noise made, 


and it is justified by the facts, about 
our wonderful progress in manufac- 
tures. In fact, the cnilized world is 
astounded because our manufacturers 
are invading countries fr,om which wo 
took our first lessons and surpassing 
them in the quality of products and in 
economy of manufacture, even with 
•higher' priced labor.

"Father of Arbor Day." 


J. Sterling Morton, secretary of agri- 


culture during President Cleveland's 
second administration, whose death 
was announced on April 27, has left to 
the farmer a few innovations which 
will perpetually remain as monuments 
to his memory, says an exchange. He 
was known as the "Father Of Arbor 
day," a day when trees are planted in 
all portions of the United States not 
only by agriculturists, but also largely 
participated in by school children. Sec- 
retary Morton also believed that con- 
gress when appropriating money for 
flower and vegetable seeds should 
spend an equal sum in publishing bul- 
letins which might be useful to the 
farmer. Out of this idea grew the in- 
auguration of the publication of farm- 
ers' bulletins. 


Angleworms Are All Right. 


Angleworms arc in your garden be- 


cause they find plenty of food there 
and the soil conditions suited to them. 
Boj s who go fishing know where to go 
and get \\orrus with the least work. 
They pick out cool, moist places where 
the soil is dark colored and full of rot- 
ting vegetable matter. This rotting hu- 
musf is what the angleworm feeds on. 
Swallowing cl'uinks or masses of the 
soil, digesting the organic matter and 
expelling the undigested soil. 
These 


worms will do no barm to your gar- 
den. They are among the useful friends 
of the farmer, for they work over the 
soil and open it to air and water. 


Farm laborers In Kansas. 


T. B. Grow, state employment agent, 


authorizes the statement that Kansas 
can set through the harvest without 
extra help. Statements of an exagger- 
ated character have been published to 
the effect that there was great need of 
harvest hands in that state, and this 
as resulted in a flood of inquiries on 
the subject Mr. Grow's announcement 
is confirmatory of the estimates that 
have been made of a materially re- 
duced yield of wheat from Kansas 
fields.

HINTS FOR FARMERS 


Docking: Lamb*. 


Discussing the sheep department of 


the Iowa experiment station, C. P. 
Reynolds says in The Drovers* Journal: 


This treatment gets careful attention 


at Ames. Commonly the lambs are 
about two or three weeks old before 
docking. Tbe instrument used is a 
knife with a sharp edge in the hands 
of a careful man. As a rule, tbe tail is 
cut to a length of one and one-half 
inches. The skin is carefully pulled up 
before cutting, so that it will roll back 
and more or less cover the wound and 
thus hasten healing. The college has 
experimented with various devices for 
dockisg, and among others the hot 
clippers, but has not found them prac- 
ticable. The general assumption is thfct 
a knife is good enough, if well handled, 
and if there is anything better it would 
be a sharp chisel and a block. 


Not a great deal of castration is done 


at the college since the majority, if not 
all, 
of the lambs produced are pure 


bred and to a considerable extent will 
be used purely for bleeding purposes. 
When castrating is done, it is previous 
to docking. Professor Kennedy ad- 
vises that docking be delayed for a day 
or two after castration, and then, If 
there are any signs of inflammation, 
the docking has a tendency to remove 
the fever. 


Bran and Sboxta. 


When we speak of shorts for stock 


or poultry feeding, we mean that which 
is entitled to the name. We do not 
mean bran that has been reground to 
make it finer, and especially would we 
avoid it if we thought that the cause 
of the regrinding was that the bran 
had been wet, soured and caked up. 
A few years ago a neighbor complain- 
ed to us-that his cows were not giving 
their usual amount of milk and were 
growing lean and some of them were 
souring badly. The ration he was feed- 
ing seemed to be in the right propor- 
tions, and his ensilage was good. After 
examining all else we asked to see tne 
shorts, which he fed quite liberally. 
We saw it, we smelled of it, and then 
we tasted of it. Although it looked 
and smelled all right, tbe taste was 
enough to reveal that it was as sour as 
any pickle. All the good qualities had 
been destroyed by overheating when 
damp, and, while the regrinding had 
reduced the caked lumps and taken 
away the sour smell, it had not restor- 
ed the feeding value. And of that it 
probably never had any more than 
coarse bran and the sweepings of the 
mill that might bare been added to it- 
American Cultivator. 


The Farmer'* Interest. 


The farmer's direct interest in the 


beef trust investigation begun by^t 
attorney general is not at first readily 
discernible. A little thought, however, 
shows that investigation of this kind 
ought to bring out the price of beef at 
its various stages from farm and ranch 
to the consumer's table. If middle- 
men's profits are undue at any point, 
publicity of this character would be 
for the good of the producer.—Amer- 
ican Agriculturist
